Gun plot pair 
jailed for life 
over shooting

TWO men have been jailed for 
life with minimum terms of 
11-years after being convicted of 
conspiracy to murder. 

Khadeem Newell, 22, of Jasmine 
Road, Luton, was convicted of 
conspiracy to murder Sajjid 
Hussain, attempted murder, 
possession of a firearm with 
intent and possession of a 
prohibitive weapon. 

Rene Lawrence, 24, of Littlefield 
Road, Luton, was convicted of 
conspiracy to murder Mr 
Hussain. Another defendant 
Zeeshan Khan, 23, of Connaught 
Road, was found guilty of assist¬ 
ing an offender and jailed for 
three years but was cleared of 
conspiracy to murder. 

They were sentenced at Luton 
Crown Court on Friday. 

A fourth man, Mohammed 
Parvez Khan, 29, of St Ethelbert 
Avenue, was cleared of assisting 
an offender and conspiracy to 
murder. 

The planned execution 
happened hours after a peace 
rally was held outside the town 
hall on May 5 last year in reaction

to a series of stabbings and shoot¬ 
ings in Luton. 

Judge Michael Kay QC said the 
shooting was related to drug wars 
between rival gangs. 

Mr Hussain was in a black BMW 
in Fountains Road along with 
other passengers when a rider on 
a motorcycle came up to the car. 

The court heard Mr Hussain 
shouted ‘duck, he’s got a gun’, 
having seen the rider get some¬ 
thing from his pocket. 

Prosecutor Amjad Malik said: 
“The gun was pointed at the rear 
near side window and the bullet 



who was said to have been a ‘fixer’ 


passed right through the car and 
exited through the rear off side 
window. Those two passengers 
would have been hit if they had 
not ducked down. The shooter 
accelerated away, but the driver 
followed him to try to stop him 
getting away with his gun.” 

Newell managed to flee the 
BMW but crashed into a taxi. He 
was linked to the shooting after 
police linked his DNA to a helmet 
and trainer he left behind.

Rev’d thanks heroes 
who helped in collision

“THAT was bonkers” - those 
were the words Rev’d Mike Jones 
uttered to his soon-to-be rescu¬ 
er Zulfiqar Afsar as both men 
waited at the roundabout in 
Chapel Street last month. 

Another vehicle had cut across 
Rev’d Jones while he waited on 
his bicycle and he made the 
remark to Mr Afsar, who was 
driving the taxi next to him. 

Moments later, Rev’d Jones was 
screaming for help after finding 
himself pinned down by another 
vehicle that had collided with 
him from behind. 

Mr Afsar, who had already gone 
ahead, stopped his car and got 
out after hearing the screams. 

He was joined by boxer Manny 
Muhammed ( pictured ) and other 
individuals who lifted the car 
that had collided with the Rev’d 
long enough for him to pulled 
out. 



Rev’d Jones said: “I was going 
along the Chapel Street rounda¬ 
bout when I heard tyres screech¬ 
ing and then I was on the floor 
with a car on top of me. 

“I was under the car thinking 
the car should reverse then I 
thought no, the car shouldn’t 


reverse. I screamed out for some¬ 
one to get this car off me and 
they did, to my pleasure. 

“They put me on the ground 
and someone got hold of my neck 
in case I had broken it. And then 
the emergency services arrived.” 

At the time an air ambulance 
was called and landed in Chapel 
Street Viaduct although Rev’d 
Jones was taken to hospital by a 
land ambulance. 

Doctors were amazed to 
discover he had only suffered 
bad cuts. 

Since then, Rev’d Jones said he 
had been in touch with both men 
to thank them for their quick 
actions. Mr Muhammad has also 
been nominated for an award by 
the Malta Boxing Commission 
for his efforts in the rescue. 

Rev’d Jones added: “I am very 
grateful to them, and I am very 
grateful that I was conscious and 
able to shout when it happened 
because I don’t know what would 
have happened if I hadn’t been.”

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Plantain’s on the menu 
for Novelli chef Patti

ONE plantain recipe was 
never going to be enough 
for a chef who has based 
her new cookbook around 
the crop she loves - 
creating 51 dishes. 

Ghanaian-born Patti 
Slolely, from Wigmore, 
hopes the recipes in her 
book ‘A Date With 
Plantain’ will get 
people off their sofas and 
into the kitchen. 

Putting a new ‘twist’ on 
the popular Afro- 
Caribbean dish, the 134- 
page colour book is full of 
recipes, photographs and 
anecdotes from her home 
country. 

It contains well known 
and popular West African 
dishes such as Tatale and 
Kelewele, and Latin 
American favourites such 
as Aranitas. 

Patti, who is also a resi¬ 
dent chef at celebrity chef 
Jean-Christophe Novelli’s 
academy in Luton, said it 
had taken her a while to 
decide how to write the 
book. 

She said: “At first I 


thought to myself, ‘how 
am I going to do so many 
recipes?’ So I’ve put a twist 
on things.

“I used to give it to my 
kids when they came 
home from primary school 
and it was a healthy snack. 

I love promoting that

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TAKING SHELTER: Residents are unhappy with their long-awaited bus shelter which has no sides 

‘Narrow footpath’ 
means soggy stop

AFTER waiting three years 
for a new bus shelter 
campaigners have been left 
disappointed as the one pro¬ 
vided has left them exposed 
to the elements. 

The shelter, in Wenlock 
Street, was rebuilt three 
weeks ago after being 
knocked down three years 
earlier by a van. 

In the last two years resi¬ 
dents in the area, including 
elderly people from Milliners 
Court, lobbied Luton council 
for it to be replaced. 


However campaigners have 
said the new shelter, which 
has a roof but no side panels, 
leaks and provides inade¬ 
quate protection from rain. 

Tipper Theresa, a 73-year- 
old resident from Milliners 
Court, said people had com¬ 
plained that it was of ‘no use’. 

She said: “The roof is okay 
but there is nowhere for the 
rain to go so it goes on top of 
us. 

“There are no sides to the 
shelter and it does not shelter 
us from the rain, it’s just 
ridiculous.” 

She added: “We only want a 
little shelter that will keep us

maintained on a regular 
basis. 

“We explained that unfortu¬ 
nately, the footpath is too 
narrow to allow for a shelter 
with side panels.”

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Policy for young 
drivers slammed

PROPOSED measures to 
improve road safety among 
young drivers have been 
criticised by a campaigner. 

This week the RAC 
Foundation revealed that 13 
per cent of people in 
Bedfordshire hurt or killed in 
a car collision were involved 
in a crash with drivers aged 
between 17 and 19. 

The Foundation said a grad¬ 
uated driving licensing (GDL) 
system which placed certain 
restrictions on young drivers 
would reduce the number of 
deaths and injuries. 

However, Declan Duggan, 
who lost his 19-year-old son 
in a collision involving

another young driver who 
was subsequently convicted, 
said the scheme would be the 


‘wrong way’ of tackling the 
problem. GDL schemes 
usually place a curfew upon 
young drivers and restrict 
how many passengers they 
are allowed to carry. 

He said: “My own personal 
view is this policy idea is 
about the saving of money 
not lives. 

“We do have a huge problem 
with that age group; my own 
son was killed aged 19 by a 
young driver so I can really 
relate to this. 

“Most of these measures fit 
in with the adults and not the 
youth because the youth feel 
they are being penalised. 

“My view is that we are 
better off teaching kids prop¬ 
er driving skills because they 
are better off that way.” 


Four motorists clock more than lOOmph in county 


FOUR motorists were caught 
travelling more than 
lOOmph in the county over 
the past year. 

On the Ml Northbound a 
driver was clocked at 
109mph in a 50mph zone 
while two others were caught 
on the same road going 
lOlmph. 


Elsewhere, on the A6 in 
Oakley a motorist was found 
to be going lOOmph in a 
50mph zone. 

The data was recorded 
between April 2013 and May 
2014 and revealed after a 
Freedom of Information 
request by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (IAM). 


The highest speed clocked 
across England and Wales 
during that period was 
149mph on the M25 at 
Swanley. 

IAM chief executive Simon 
Best said: “We all share the 
roads with these speeding 
drivers and the government 
must crack down on them.”

Controversial house 
won’t be demolished

A RULING to demolish a 
house which was deemed to 
have an illegal extension has 
been quashed. 

The property in Barton-le- 
Clay had been extended by its 
owner Syed Shah last year. 

However, Central Bedford¬ 
shire Council said the reno¬ 
vations were ‘unlawful’ and 
served Mr Shah with an 
enforcement notice. 

But a planning inspector 
has now ruled that the 
authority’s notice was ‘incor¬ 
rect’ and had ‘created signifi¬ 
cant confusion’. 

The council said it was 
‘surprised and disappointed’ 
with the ruling, while Mr said 
it showed that his extension 
was ‘not abnormal’. 

He said: “I’ve always put my 
hands up that I put some 
extra bits on the house but 
what the council said is bang 
out of order. They said I made 
a 200 per cent extension - and 
I was made a fool in the 
national press. 

“But I stayed within the 
parameters and the decision 
to demolish the house put me 
under a lot of stress.”

A council spokeswoman 
said: “The council is 

surprised and disappointed 
at the inspector’s decision. 

“As a council we have a duty 
to our residents to ensure that 
all local development is care¬ 
fully managed and fits in 
with the local surroundings 
and we served the notice 
because we believed the work 
undertaken breached plan¬ 
ning law. 


“The inspector 
has taken the view that 
the works to the property are 
extensions to the original 
dwelling rather than a 
replacement dwelling and 
that the extensions are a 
proportionate addition. 

“We have investigated the 
robustness of the decision 
but have been advised that 
there are no grounds to 
challenge the conclusions.”

T HERE is a major 
contradiction 
confronting us at the 
moment. 

Many people in this 
country are becoming more 
right-wing and intolerant of 
foreigners at the same time 
as we have become so 
sensitive over inappropriate 
language. 

You can think racist, sexist, 
homophobic, vote UKIP but 
be careful that the way you 
describe your intentions are 
civilised. 

The more extreme we 
become the more euphemis¬ 
tically we describe it. It has 
long been thus, as I have writ¬ 
ten before, but now seems to 
be reaching new heights of 
absurdity and contradiction. 

We complain about 
inappropriate language, 
sometimes rightly, some¬ 
times bowing to political 
correctness, then elect people 
who actually believe the sen¬ 
timents we cannot express for 
fear of causing offence. 

Views not allowed to be 


aired in public are the views 
of some of our public repre¬ 
sentatives. 

As a general rule I prefer 
Anglo Saxon words to what 
my old chemistry teacher 
used to call ‘a namby-pamby 
pseudo English creeping in’. 

Some personal words and 
descriptions are obviously 
offensive and should be pun¬ 
ished, unless you are a major 
TV presenter or the Football 
Premier League chief 
executive, but generally 
robust language is better than 
euphemism. 

Not only are euphemisms 
evasive, hypocritical, prudish 
and deceitful, they ultimately 
fail and need a new euphe¬ 
mism, or milder, less direct 
term, which is even more 
deceitful. 

So lavatory becomes toilet, 
which is something one does 
not goes to, then rest room. 
Cuts are now downsizing. A 
distinction needs to be drawn 
between language being used 
offensively to deliberately 
insult, and the creeping 


disingenuity of language, 
aided, as ever by advertising, 
where a used car becomes 
pre-loved, and a tiny flat 
bijou. This sanitisation is 
often led by the new middle 
classes, where plain language 
is just too embarrassing. 

As an aside, the Duchess of 
Cambridge’s mum was once 
looked down on by her 
aristocratic friends when 
asking for the toilet. Lucky 
Prince Philip wasn’t there. So 
therein lies the rub. 

Everyday routines, like 
going for a crap, become 
offensive if so described, even 
decadent, but xenophobia is 
all right if stated in general 
terms. 

Right-wing politicians are 
only reflecting the mood of 
the people, extolling the 
nation and its indigenous 
residents, as well as attacking 
the usual suspects such as 
protected elites and 
intellectuals. In the days 
when we could speak plainly, 
we might have called that 
fascism.

Council agrees to 
build more homes

A PLAN to build 31,000 new 
homes and create 27,000 jobs 
in Central Bedfordshire has 
been backed by councillors. 

Members have endorsed a 
new draft strategy that sets 
out a vision for what the area 
should look like by 2031. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s previous housing 
target of 28,700 has been 
revised in response to latest 
population data, showing 
trends in births, deaths and 


migration, and to meet the 
need for homes in the wider 
area, specifically in Luton. 

The strategy has a develop¬ 
ment map for Central 
Bedfordshire identifying key 
housing, employment and 
environmental sites, as well 
as highlighting key infra¬ 
structure improvements, 
plans for settlements and 
areas of green belt. 

It also sets out key policies 
that will help determine 
planning applications. 

Meeting the increased 
housing target means the 


building rate has to be raised 
from the current 1,250 new 
homes a year to 1,550 homes a 
year. 

Cllr Nigel Young said: “This 
development strategy is 
pivotal to our ambitions to 
make Central Bedfordshire a 
great place to live and work. 

“It’s about creating homes 
and jobs where they’re most 
needed and making sure that 
existing and future commu¬ 
nities benefit from develop¬ 
ers investing locally in roads 
and transport, schools, 
leisure and open spaces.”

FUNDRAISERS col¬ 
lecting money to 
restore a 143-year-old 
organ have almost 
reached the halfway 
mark. 

The High Town 
Methodist Church has 
collected £30,000 for 
the refurbishment of 
the instrument, built 
by Wilkinson in 1870. 

It has been played 
during their services, 

weddings and funer¬ 
als in the town for more 
than a century but is 
now in need of some 
improvements at a cost 
of £70,000. 

David Goodge, the 
church organist and 
one of the lead fund¬ 
raisers, said the resto¬ 
ration would involve 
cleaning and straight¬ 
ening 1,660 individual 
lead pipes. 

The appeal started 
last November and so 
far the church has 
raised money through 
events such as barn 


dances and piano recit¬ 
als. It has also launched 
a scheme where donors 
can sponsor a section 
of the pipe for £2. 

Mr Goodge said: 
“Things have slowed 
down a bit but we need 
to have another push 
this year. 

“We are still raising 
money with our events 
but we are now trying 
to prepare an applica¬ 
tion for the Lottery 
fund and we hope to 
get it done by 
September - that would 
really help us.” 

Mr Goodge added the 
organ was one of the 
remaining few of its 
kind in the country. 

He added: “I think it 
is probably the only 
one of its size left in the 
country that’s playa¬ 
ble. 

“There are a few oth¬ 
ers but none by this 
maker and that makes 
it rather unique.”

Charity hails fall 
in child arrests

CHILD arrests in the county 
have fallen over the past five 
years, figures have revealed. 

Research published by the 
Howard League for Penal 
Reform showed that arrests 
for children aged under 17 
had fallen from 3,257 in 2008 
to 1,770 last year. 

The charity’s chief execu¬ 
tive Frances Crook said the 
drop was in part a result of its 


campaign against child 
arrests. 

Over the past five years 
several police forces have 
reviewed their arrest proce¬ 
dures and policies. 

Nationally the figure has 
gone from 318,053 in 2008 to 
129,274 last year but the 
Howard League has called for 
forces to do more to reduce 
the numbers. 

Children in England and 
Wales can be arrested from 
the age of 10 - the lowest age 


of criminal responsibility in 
Western Europe. 

Mr Crook said: “A sharp fall 
in the number of children 
entering the justice system is 
good news for everyone striv¬ 
ing to reduce crime and saves 
the taxpayer untold millions. 

“The challenge for police 
now is to maintain this trend. 

“At a time of austerity, 
further reducing the number 
of children arrested would 
free up more officer time to 
deal with serious crimes.”

A COUNCIL proposing to 
close three middle schools 
has been accused of trying to 
create a two-tier education 
system Via the back door’. 

On Tuesday Central 
Bedfordshire Council voted 
to begin the final consulta¬ 
tion period on plans to shut 
Ashton Middle, Brewers Hill 
Middle and Streetfield Middle 
schools in Dunstable. 

Martin Foster, secretary for 
the GMB’s Beds County 
branch said the union was 
Very concerned’ about the 
possible closures. 

The council said pupil 
numbers at each of the 
schools had been falling 
significantly as a result of 
changes to the education 
system in the area. 

Mr Foster said: “GMB is very 
concerned on how these 
closures will impact on the 
education of children in the 
Dunstable area, the commu¬ 
nity and GMB members 


should they go ahead and all 
but one of the middle schools 
are wiped out. GMB believe 
this is nothing more than the 
authority’s attempt to create 
its preferred two-tier educa¬ 
tion system via the back 
door.” 

Cllr Mark Versallion, said: 
“These were not easy deci¬ 
sions to come to, but having 
considered all the evidence, 


we have to act and move to 
the next stage of the process. 

“As we have said through¬ 
out, the issue here is not 
about whether middle 
schools or any of these three 
schools are good or bad, it is 
about whether they are finan¬ 
cially viable going forward.

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Dial-a-ride buses 
hit the road again

A CHARITY bus service for 
the elderly and disabled 
which pulled out of the town 
last year is operating again. 

South Beds Dial-A-Ride 
stopped providing its pick-up 
service last August after Luton 
Council (LBC) cut its funding. 

At the time, Dave Barrett, 
the charity’s chief executive, 
said the buses couldn’t func¬ 
tion with a reduced grant. 

However, since then, the 
charity has won several new 


contracts which has allowed 
it to again offer a subsidised 
service to vulnerable people 
in the town. It has undergone 
a restructuring programme 
and wants to expand as part 
of its new strategy. 

Mr Barrett said its revised 
service would not provide the 
same quantity of journeys as 
before as the charity did not 
have the same money availa¬ 
ble, but he said the ‘quality, 
reliability and safety are all 
exactly the same’. 

He added: “These contracts 
will generate a surplus to 


fund our Luton operations, 
which is in excess of the 
funding offered by LBC for 
this type of transport for 
2014 - 15 . 

“We are again effectively 
subsidising our Luton service 
from money we earn outside 
the town, but now we can do 
so in a sensible manner and 
keep our books balanced. 

“We are still here and still 
offering the premium service 
available to the elderly and 
disabled of Luton who find it 
difficult to use public 
transport.”

ALMOST 6,000 more homes 
and businesses in Central 
Bedfordshire could benefit 
from superfast broadband 
after the council agreed to 
match extra funding from an 
extension programme. 

BDUK (Broadband Delivery 
UK), the government’s super¬ 
fast delivery initiative, has 
announced details of its 
Superfast Extension 

Programme which would 
support 95 per cent of prem¬ 


ises to receive quicker 
internet connection. 

With Central Bedfordshire 
Council agreeing to match 
BDUK’s new funding alloca¬ 
tions, this would bring the 
total amount invested in 
delivering superfast broad¬ 
band in Central Bedfordshire 
to almost £6 million. 

Councillor Richard 

Wenham said: “We are 
delighted that we’re on track 
to meet our current target 
and the hard work we’ve put 
in to secure extra funding 
means we can push for an 


even higher coverage in the 
future. 

“Adding nearly another 
6,000 premises to the 
programme is a big step in 
maximising coverage across 
Central Bedfordshire over the 
coming years.” 

The council is already on 
target to deliver high-speed 
broadband (24Mbps) to about 
90 per cent of premises in 
Central Bedfordshire (around 
15,500 properties) by 2016 but 
an extra 6,000 homes and 
businesses could now be 
reached during 2017.

Central Bedfordshire Council 
leader James Jamieson looks at 
the positives and negatives of 
the authority’s day-to-day work 


I’M extremely proud of the 
services the council provides 
but never more so than when 
we successfully support 
vulnerable residents and 
deliver under pressure, in 
challenging circumstances. 

All of these factors came 
into play when a lightning 
strike caused a roof fire at Red 
House Court sheltered hous¬ 
ing scheme in Houghton 
Regis, meaning we needed to 
quickly evacuate 32 elderly 
residents. Teams of council 
staff and volunteers respond¬ 
ed magnificently as the coun¬ 
cil’s well-rehearsed crisis 
response plan swung into 
action and everyone was 
quickly and safely evacuated 
to a nearby day centre. 

Having established that 
people couldn’t return home 
straightaway, by that evening 
our social care and housing 
teams had found temporary 
accommodation for all the 
residents. Some stayed with 
relatives and friends but most 
went to Caddington Hall. 

I dropped in there on bank 
holiday Monday and was 
pleased to see the residents 
had settled in well and were 
full of praise for the work of 
the staff at Bupa, council 
officers, care workers and 
volunteers. 

Understandably ah resi¬ 
dents were keen to return 


home. Contractors worked 
over the bank holiday week¬ 
end so that by Tuesday after¬ 
noon ah residents with 
ground and first floor flats 
were able to go back. Our staff 
did everything they could to 
make this homecoming a 
positive experience. All resi¬ 
dents were given a bag of gro¬ 
ceries (and flowers!), cleaners 
were on hand and an evening 
meal was arranged. This is 
public service at its best. 

Some of the decisions we 
need to make are not so 
straightforward or welcome - 
as is the case with considera¬ 
tions about the future of three 
Dunstable middle schools. 

Having considered the feed¬ 
back from a public consulta¬ 
tion and examined factors 
such as pupil numbers and 
the financial viability, last 
week’s Executive took the 
difficult decision to take the 
next steps towards closure, 
though no final decision will 
be made before August. This 
is not easy, particularly given 
the passion many parents, 
pupils, teachers and gover¬ 


nors have for their schools - as 
eloquently demonstrated at 
the meeting. 

For me this is about making 
the right decision - making 
sure that children are 
educated in a stable setting 
which meets their education¬ 
al long-term needs. With a 
substantial surplus of school 
places in Dunstable, the 
schools aren’t viable as things 
stand and will rapidly reach a 
situation where they are una¬ 
ble to carry on. Without solid 
evidence from the schools 
that they have a business plan 
to be financially viable, we 
need to take decisive action 
rather than let any school 
whither on the vine. 

It’s clear these schools 
remain determined to 
survive and as we move to 
the next stage of this process 
we will continue to work with 
them and offer any appropri¬ 
ate assistance to help them 
put together alternative 
proposals for their future. 

Whatever happens, doing 
the best for our children is 
what matters most.

FILM REVIEW 

X-MEN: DAYS OF FUTURE PAST 
12A 

Out now 

AFTER Spider-man lacked bite and 
Godzilla provided a notable 
stampede - X really does mark the 
spot for the first great summer 
blockbuster of 2014. 

Some say Days of Future Past is 
the best X-Men movie since 2003’s 
X2, but it’s arguably the best, full 
stop. 

Returning director Bryan Singer 
left the franchise after the first two 
films to helm the much-maligned 
Superman Returns but now he’s 
back - and feels right at home with 
his band of mutants. 

This time he’s returned with some 
of his old guard - including 
Wolverine/Logan, Storm, Kitty 
Pryde, Professor X and Magneto - 
and combined them with the last 
movie’s First Class - young 
Professor X, young Magneto, 
Mystique and Beast. 

Throw in some new kids on the 
block - including Quicksilver, 
Bishop and Sunspot - alongside 
two wonderfully arcing past and 
present storylines, then you’ve got 
an X-hilarating blockbuster. 

We start in an almost dystopian, 
Terminator/Matrix-esque, present 
day, with mutant-killing robots the 
Sentinels taking out the last of the 
X-Men. With Kitty Pryde taking 
Bishop’s consciousness a small way 
back through time to try to stay one 
step ahead, they fight a never-end¬ 
ing losing battle in an attempt to 
defeat this virtually unstoppable 
menace. 


Enter Logan, Professor X, Magento 
and co who have a long-shot 
solution for Kitty to send Wolverine 
himself - with his adamantium 
skeleton enabling him to be the 
only person strong enough - back 
several decades into the past to 
stop Trask Industries’ pint-sized 
power-hungry owner Bolivar Trask 
(Game of Thrones’ Peter Dinklage) 
from establishing his Sentinel 
scheme. 

But with Mystique gone rogue, 
McAvoy’s Professor X wallowing in 
self-pity and Fassbender’s Magento 
locked in a ridiculously secure 
prison - who are all needed to 
restore balance to the two time¬ 


lines - Logan’s job in the swinging 
70s isn’t going to be easy, particu¬ 
larly as too much stress will break 
his consciousness and bring him 
back to the present. 

And though this may sound like a 
complex storyline, it is brilliantly 
explained with strong, sometimes 
emotive, performances from the 
likes of McAvoy, Jackman, 
Lawrence, Lassbender and Hoult, 
with some exceptional action 
scenes - particularly headlined by 
Quicksilver’s sensational slow-mo 
prison break turn - and a terrific 
and compelling final battle. 

Sadly Dinklage’s Trask doesn’t 
quite hit the spot as a villain, he’s 


simply not as menacing as in the 
comic-books, and several X-Men 
are sorely underused (Berry’s 
Storm is barely in it), but these are 
small deficiencies in a movie which 
oozes class. 

Just like X2 was a bigger and bold¬ 
er step up from the original X-Men 
film, this is a more epic step up 
from Lirst Class - and continues 
the ever-increasing high standard 
of superhero movies on the big 
screen. 

Singer has quite simply orches¬ 
trated one of the best ever - and I 
can’t wait for him to bring on the 
Apocalypse next time round.

SKRILL Premier champions Luton Town may have hogged 
the local column inches this season and rightly so as they 
bade farewell to the non-league pyramid. 

However, just 5.9 miles west lie their not so noisy but 
equally successful neighbours at Creasey Park. 

One year ago, Dunstable Town leapt into the Spartan 
South Midlands record books as they cruised to the Premier 
Division title without defeat. 

Forty-two games and not a blot on their copybook. Twelve 
months on and despite a rockier passage, the Blues were 
constructing triumph once again. 

Manager Darren Croft, a figure synonymous with the 
more affluent chapters in Town’s history, helped resurrect 
the club back in 1998 and has nurtured it during two sepa¬ 
rate stints. He simply described the past season as a “roller 
coaster ride” - a rife catchphrase utilised by managerial 
servants at all levels of the game but a fair reflection of the 
Blues' topsy-turvy campaign in the Southern League 
Division One Central. 

Having collected 14 points from their opening seven 
games, the Blues stumbled on a tricky late September 
afternoon at relegation candidates North Greenford 
United, losing 3-1. Chris Marsh’s penalty was the only 
bright spot on a dour day. 

With league leaders Daventry Town lying in wait, things 
looked to have been derailed. 

However, a glowing 3-1 home win over the promotion 
pacesetters began an unbeaten run similar to their impen¬ 
etrability of the previous campaign. Croft was starting to 
believe. 

“Our mind-set was always to try and reach the play-offs,” 
said Croft. “Having just come up, it was an optimistic 
ambition but then we started really well and could perhaps 
think beyond that. 

“We had a loss or two at the beginning, a strange feeling 
having remained undefeated all last year, but soon we went 
on a 17-game undefeated sequence and we just wondered if 
we could get promotion again.” 

A first defeat in over four months at the hands of Barton 
Rovers sparked a remarkable turn-around in form as 
Dunstable flopped to four losses on the bounce in February. 

Nevertheless, a formidable late run revived their ailing 
fortunes and just two defeats in their final 12 games 
ensured back-to-back promotions, pipping Rugby Town to 
the post by a single point. 

A much finer margin than the prior year but no less 
rewarding for a jubilant Croft.

“It is an overwhelming feeling to finally get over the line,” 
said the boss. “There were six or seven sides that could 
have grabbed promotion but we hung in there and stole it 
right near the end. 

“We were lucky with key players coming back from injury 
and suspension at the right time to help us push on. 

“We built our success on strong foundations. Nine clean 
sheets in a row when you just need to grind out the results 
shows the character of our squad and I think that is what 
eventually got us to a victorious end.” 

Rewind to August and the expectancy levels remained 
high from the previous May. 

The signature of unwanted Hatters midfielder Adam 


Watkins while retaining the services of 55-goal man Lee 
Roache left Blues’ fans dreaming of a further stab at glory. 

While the latter hit 25 league goals to help them on their 
way, Croft feels there is more to come from ex-England C 
man Watkins in the Southern Premier next season. 

“I think Adam will have more of an impact next season,” 
said Croft. “I would go as far as to say I think he is one of the 
best Dunstable Town players ever and has helped us tre¬ 
mendously this year but he is better suited to a higher level 
of football as he’s a top player. 

“We have tied him to another one-year deal so hopefully 
at the end of next season we can persuade him to stay again 
if we have had a good campaign.” 

Having snagged Watkins from John Still’s men last sum¬ 
mer, Croft revealed a one-year deal has also been finalised 
to lure defender Jerome Jibodu back to Creasey Park, after 
a successful three-month loan spell at the back end of last 
season. Jibodu is the freshest face in an ever-changing 
Blues squad. 

“We have signed three players already and Jerome 
(Jibodu) makes it four,” said Croft. 

“The other three are ex-Conference South players so we 
are very happy with that investment. 

“They will have the bite and quality we require at this 
higher level and will add to a great group of lads.” 

With the financial backing and the squad to match, Croft 
is now seeking a larger following to support his side. 

Despite continued triumph, last season’s highest attend¬ 
ance sat at just 303 for the title- clinching win over Uxbridge. 

“We want to generate more of an interest in Dunstable 
Town and if that comes with having to put vouchers in the 
local paper for half-price tickets or putting on some other 
sort of deal to get the crowd through the turnstiles, then we 
are happy to do that,” said Croft. 

“It has been a good season for teams in Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire with the likes of St Albans and Hemel 
Hempstead also gaining promotion alongside Luton and 
ourselves. 

“We would like more recognition of our achievements but 
it is hard to do in the shadow of Luton Town. 

“We are becoming a much more stable club with five 
members of the board added this season and the drive to 
keep climbing the leagues.” 

With the likes of Cambridge City and Hitchin Town 
awaiting them in next season’s Southern Premier, Croft 
knows the competition level will be superior to Division 
One Central but he is relishing the challenge. 

“We never thought we would be bracing ourselves for a 
season in the Southern Premier right now,” said Croft. 

“We are just happy to be there and we want to test our¬ 
selves against better players. 

“It will be a learning curve but it is an exciting prospect 
and I cannot wait.”

THE one-day win over Cambridgeshire 
last weekend was the confidence boost 
Bedfordshire need for the start of the 
Unicorns County Championship sea¬ 
son. 

Bedfordshire open their programme 
with a home game against Suffolk at 
Wardown Park, Luton, beginning next 
Sunday and after a couple of disap¬ 
pointing seasons, there is a belief in 
the squad that this year could herald a 
revival in fortunes. 

They may have failed to qualify for 
the quarter finals of the Unicorns one- 
day Trophy, but they played well in all 
four group games and thoroughly 
deserved to beat Cambridgeshire at 
March. 

It was Bedfordshire’s first win in the 


competition for three seasons. 

Until this match, Bedfordshire 
seemed to have lost the knack of get¬ 
ting over the line when in a winning 
position, but they held their nerve on 
Sunday - even if they did lose three 
wickets getting the last 20 runs. 

Nevertheless a four-wicket win 
against last season’s Minor Counties 
runners-up was comprehensive 
enough. 

Bedfordshire bowled tidily to restrict 
Cambridgeshire to 188-9 with new¬ 
comer Jon Carpenter taking three 
wickets and Shabbz Hussain and Alex 
King two apiece. 

Bedfordshire then lost two quick 
wickets, including Martin Weightman 
for a second ball duck, but a third 
wicket partnership of 125 between 
Luke Thomas (79) and George 
Thurstance (68) put them on the road 
to victory. 

Thurstance was the more aggressive, 


his innings including two sixes and 
four fours, with Thomas content to 
play the anchor role. 

Bedfordshire can now focus their 
attention on the championship. 

Availability is always a problem for 
three-day cricket, but the selectors feel 
they have a sufficiently large squad to 
be able to cope. 

Suffolk are always strong in the 
championship and their side is likely to 
include former Northamptonshire 
opener Tim Huggins, the leading run- 
getter in the competition last season, 
and England batsman Joe Root’s broth¬ 
er Billy, who scored a century against 
Bedfordshire in the trophy three weeks 
ago. 

Beds, who failed to win in last sea¬ 
son’s competition, will also face off 
against Cumberland, Cambridgeshire, 
Norfolk, Staffordshire andLincolnshire 
in the Eastern division of the 
Championship.

LUTON Town have described 
Ronnie Henry as ‘inspirational' 
after the Hatters captain 
snubbed a new contract offer 
and decided to leave the club.

He will depart the champions 
with his former club Stevenage 
- who will join the Hatters in 
League Two after relegation - 
already tipped as a possible des¬ 
tination. 

After the highs of the title and 
promotion the loss of Henry 
comes as a blow ahead of the 
new season which gets under¬ 
way in August. 

“Luton Town can confirm that 
Championship winning club 
captain Ronnie Henry appears 


unlikely to be signing a new 
contract,” said the Hatters in a 
statement. 

“Henry, who remains under 
contract until June 30, was 
offered a new deal but has 
declined the contract in favour 
of a new challenge. 

“As a player over the age of 24 
at the end of his contract, he has 
the right to move on without 
compensation and he has seem¬ 
ingly taken that option. 

“The club would also like to 
thank Ronnie Henry for his two 
year stay at Kenilworth Road. 

“He has been a good servant to 
the club and has proved an 
inspirational leader, playing a 
key role in our promotion back 
to the Football League. 

“We wish him and his family 
the very best of luck for the 
future.” 

Thirty-year-old defender 
Henry was part of a Hatters 
back four which kept a record 23 
clean sheets on their way to the 
Skrill title. 

He memorably had an alterca¬ 
tion with a Hatters fan who had 
been criticising the team during 
the 3-2 comeback win over 


Lincoln City in September - 
with the supporter involved 
later invited into the club to 
speak to players and staff. 

The incident united the club 
and fans as the team embarked 
on a 27 game unbeaten run 
which ultimately took them out 
of their rivals’ reach. 

Hatters boss John Still said: “I 
am disappointed to be losing 
Ronnie, we offered him a deal 
that we thought was the right 
deal but unfortunately he has 
decided to turn that down. 

“I would like to thank Ronnie 
for his contribution to the team, 
he has been fantastic for us. 

“He’s always a smiling face 
around the training ground and 
has captained the team to a pro¬ 
motion this season so I would 
like to wish him well in the 
future.” 

Henry initially joined Luton 
from Stevenage in 2012. 

Hatters striker Andre Gray 
tweeted: “Gutted our skipper 
Ronnie’s gone. 

“Massive for me since he’s 
been here with me. Massive for 
us as well. Real leader and cap¬ 
tain. Good luck bro.”
